Q. Is there any effective treat- 
ment of fowl typhoid? 

A. No. Efforts at medication for 
fowl typhoid have been generaUy 
unsatisfactory. Vaceination against 
fowl typhoid has been rather exten- 
sively practiced. Although results 
are variable, vaccination in some 
instances may give beneficial results. 
Hiere Is one precaution to keep in 
mind after a flock has been injected 
with typhoid bacterin and that Is 
that these birds will show a positive 
reaction to the agglutination test 
for pullorum for 30 to 60 days fol- 
lowing the injection. Therefore, no 
pullorum testing should ' 
at least 90 days after 
for fowl typhoid. 

Q Do you know of any Bolstein 
heifer calves that have weighed over 
350 lbs. at four months of age? 

A. Yes. At the Research Farm of 
the Ralston Purine Company a new 
record for this farm was made re- 
cently when a Holsteln heifer calf 
tipped the scales at 372 lbs. at four 
months of age. 

Q. In mating rabbits, should the 
buck be brought to the doe, or 
should the doe bo placed In the 
buck's hutch? 

A. The buck should be kept In his 
hutch and the doe brought to him 
because most bucks are slow In per- 
forming service In a strange hutch. 
Furthermore, the tendency of the 
doe Is to object to the buck being 
placed in her hutch and she may 
rlclously attack and injure him. 

Q. What b the semi-scald method 
if picking broilers? 

A. After the birds are bled and 
tilled, they should be plunged into 
water at a temperature of 125' to 
130° P. and held there for about 30 
teconds. Then hang the birds on 
jacks and begin picking Immedlate- 
y. Extreme care must be taken to 
jvold tearing or breaking the skin, 
is auch unsightly marks detract 
torn the appearance of the dressed 
rlrds and lower their sales value.
